One of the lesser known but 
most successful organizations 
on Florida's agricultural scene 
is Florida Foundation Seed 
Producers Ine. The foundation 
seed: corporation could be 
called one of the most 
Successful bootstrap operations. 
c" 


Foundation Seed Producers 
Ine. is the important link 
between breeders of plants and 
producérs who actually raise 
the crops based on plant 
research into new varieties. 

It is the direct link between 
growers, the Agricultural 
Research Center, and the main 
Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion on campus of the 
University of Florida. 

The research organizations 
develop seed and nursery stock 


most adaptable to Florida's 
climate, and soils. 

Florida Foundation Seed 
Producers raise new varieties 
of seed and nursery stock in 
quantaties useful to seed 
producers and maintains the 
foundalion stock. Seed produc- 
ers -then provide foundation 
seed to growers under the 
state seed certification pro- 
gram. 

The seed certification pro- 
gram is administered by the 
Florida Department of Agricul- 
ture 30d Consumer Services. 

Florida Foundation Seed 
Producers Inc. is a non-profit 
organization founded in 1957. 
It is an outgrowth of the 
Florida Crop Improvement 
Association. 

Following a one-time $20,000 
state appropriation to enable 
the séed producers corporation 
to hire a manager and 
purchase some equipment, the 
corporation has beef entirely 
self-supporting through sale of. 
seed, mostly of peanut 
varieties, 

Las; year, the corporation 
was able to build a $50,000 
warehouse, processing plant 
and office space in Marianna 
with $40,000 worth of seed 
processing equipment. 

Crops which the seed 
producers corporation handles 
include peanuts, small grains, 
soybeans, tobacco, tomatoes, 
peas, sweetcorn, celery, pea- 
ches, nectarines, grapes, black- 
berries and blueberries and 
several types of grasses for 
lawn and pasture use. 

Any profits that the 
corporation makes from seed 
sales go to support university 
research. And if the corpora- 
tion is ever dissolved all its 
assets will be turned over to 
the university. 

While most consumers may 
have little knowledge of work 
of this corporation, I can 
assure you that it is an 
important link in the process of 
providing food. In any agrono- 
mie-endeavor, the seed comes 
first.»

Q.My pine trees are dying, is 
this the pine bark beetle? 
A. Pine bark beetles are the 
major pest of native pine trees 
їп thís area. The adult beetles 
are dark brown to black and no 
larger than a grain of rice. 
They can cause severe dama, 
to the pines, ultimately 
resulting in the death of the 
trees. 
Active pine bark beetles may 
be detected by examining’ the 
trunks of pine trees. If there 
are pitch tubes the beetles are 
tive in the tree. Pitch tubes 
аге аз exudant of a moist, 
sticky, tan to reddish-white 
colored mixture of chewed-up 
pine bark and pine tree sap. If 
the bark is full of holes without 
gresh residue the beetles have 
moved on to other trees. 


Pine bark beetles first attact 
those trees that have been 
damaged or set back by 
drought or by construction 
activities which injure the 
roots of the trees. After the 
pine needles are yellow on the

Orlando- The U.S. Corps 
of Army Engineers have made

Horne said that \uniess 
steps are taken immediately to 
solve the multiple threat 
|| the lake, the largest potenti 
Bi] source of fresh water for south 
Florida will, be destroyed. 
“You can't éven run 
jotor-boat in the lake now. It 


has silted badly since the 
Corps Channelized the river. 
Sludge and even sewage is 
being dumped into the lake at 
а tremendous volume,-making 
it shallower by the day. 
Pollution has already reached 
the danger level. 

“We're not only destroy- 
ing our greatest water 
resource in the southern ‘half 
of the state, but we're working 
overtime at the destruction of 
a big segment of the economy. 
Commerical fishing, sport 
fishing and tourism in a seven 
county area will be wiped out 
И we don't take corrective 
measures now," the candidate 
said. 

. Horne. appeared ` before 
the cabinet. in August of 1972 
to plead for study funds, 
predicting that the lake would 
be threatened because the 
U.S. Corps of Army Engineers 
had changed the course of the 
river from its natural mean- 
dering channel “to a straight 
line drainage diteh.” 

The cabinet responded by 
scheduling hearings on the 
problem, and 


Horne said Secretary of 
Slate Richard Stone, Con- 
gresman Bill Gunter, State 
Senator Dick Pettigrew and 
U.S. Senator Ed Gurney have 
all had an opportunity to assist 
efforts to correct the situation 
“but they haven't been able to 
produce. I got the planning 
money through but there has 
been a lot of foot-dragging by 
my opponents on this serious 
prublem;” Horae asserted. 

Horne said residents of 
the Kissimmee River valley 
and the Lake Okeechobee area 
shOuld organize and demand 
that the state take emergency 
measures to protect the lake 
and restore the river.
